"He alone has been chosen by

A Policy Decision the Candidates Avoid 


I* The American conflict over what to do 
nfoout Viet Nam, the Congo, Cyprus and a 
f^ 
wftle range of possible trouble 
spots 


atbu'nd the world brings up a question 
that American politicians in general have 
avoided. Exactly how far can the United 
States go in being actively involved in the 
various struggles against chaos or com- 
munism around the world? 


fZ It is a question that so far neither of 
thjs presidential candidates-has really dealt 
with. President Johnson has spoken vague- 
ly .*about the importance of peace and free- 
dom for all and the late John Kennedy 
was more specific when he asked "is not 
peace, in the last analysis, basically a mat- 
ter of human rights?" Senator Goldwater, 
far from being an isolationist as some 
critics have charged, has emphasized the 
importance of our ties to NATO and a 
willingness to oppose communism around 
the world. But exactly how far can we 
go without becoming over-extended? 


Some students of world affairs have 


suggested that the current Russian inter- 
est in peaceful coexistence comes from a 
realization that the Soviet Union cannot 
defend all Communist outposts. It fears the 
stirring up ..of revolutions and even the 
backing of new Communist regimes be- 
cause it might be called upon militarily 
to take action. Such happened in Cuba and 
the Russian backdown was certainly hu- 
miliating to the Soviet leaders. ' 


Many of the current problems around 


the world are not of our doing. They are 
the result of the post-World War II drive 
for independence by almost all colonies. 
Some, like the Congo, had had no prepara- 
tion whatsoever and chaos is the result. 
But even had we opposed such independ- 
ence, we couldn't have done much to stop 
it when one considers the strength of the 
emotional appeal for independence and 
self-government. President de Gaulle recog- 
nized the fruitlessness of such opposition 
when he agreed to let Algeria go. Great 
Britain has probably been most successful 
in preparing colonies for self-government 
but has serious troubles with Southern 
Rhodesia. Only the, force of Portuguese 
arms keeps Angola and Mozambique in 
tow. 
- . 
, 
',!. 


But generally speaking the 
United 


States has favored self-government simply 
because we fought our own war to get it 
almost two hundred .years ago. And in 
some areas perhaps the pressure we 
brought to bear for people in new na- 
tions for the type of government and re- 
spect for human dignity that we consider 
essential has not been in their best inter- 
ests. 


We backed the Indonesian expulsion of 


the Dutch from West New Guinea although 
there is little sign that the natives of the 
area will be any the less colonialized by 
Indonesian than Dutch masters. We frown- 
ed upon oppressive measures and attitudes 
in the government of the late President 
Diem of South Viet Nam and undoubtedly 
thus contributed to the demise of both 
Diem and his regime. We failed to under- 
stand that the Koreans did not react favor- 
ably to the various freedoms we require 
and a military dictatorship had to restore 
order. 


It is not a watering down of our own 


beliefs in what should be the ultimate 
emphasis upon the dignity of the individ- 
ual to accept the realistic point of view 
that if we want democracy and freedom 
for everyone in the world -we may have 
to do most of the fighting for it. The 
peoples of many of the former colonies 
have had little or no experience with self- 
government. Their backgrounds are heavy 
with tribal or religious traditions that do 
not wither away easily or disappear in a 
couple of generations. Eventually we can 
hope and to some extent work for the 
freedoms in which we believe. But the 
pace toward those freedoms should be set 
by the people adjusting to them. 


During the first few years after World 


War II most United States leaders seemed 
to take the attitude that self-government 
would of itself solve the problems of the 
new nations, and individual freedom would 
immediately follow national independence. 
But in India, one of the freest, anyone 
criticizing the government is subject to 
arrest and the Indians simply moved into 
Goa and took it when pressure failed. In- 
dependence meant war on Cyprus. And the 
British, who hoped by forming the Malay- 
sian Federation to be able to withdraw 
military forces from the area, are now ac- 
tively fighting A war against Indonesian 
invaders. 


Like the Soviet Union, we may' be ex- 


tending the form of government we ad- 
vocate further than we can defend it. In 
the new nations it is becoming clear that 
self - government and representative gov- 
ernment*alone do not bring the responsi- 
bility and understanding necessary for 
maintaining them all at once. 


We should always stand and speak for 


liberty and justice. But in some areas, we 
should understand that it will take time. 
And how far can we go in sending Ameri- 
can troops to set up or maintain some- 
thing which the people involved may not 
yet understand? 


Changing Our Immigration Laws 


A representative of the American Civil 


Liberties Union has testified before a 
House Immigration subcommittee that the 
law should be changed concerning the de- 
portation of undesirable aliens. 


According to David Carliner, the law 


now permits such deportation for certain 
crimes or moral turpitude even though 
the individual may have come to the 
United States as an infant. Carliner pro- 
posed that the law be changed so that any- 
one who immigrates to this country before 
his 14th birthday would be no more sub- 
ject to deportation than a natural born 
citizen. 


Actually this system of more than one 


class of citizenship is in itself distasteful. 
It would seem that an individual who has 
qualified to become an American citizen 
through naturalization proceedings should 
not have to worry about losing that citizen- 
ship anymore than one who by accident of 
birth was natural born in the United 
States. However, since the traditions and 
understanding of the responsibilities of 
citizenship are somewhat different in some 
other countries, it is reasonable to con- 
tinue the deportation possibility. But cer- 
tainly those who come to this country as 
small children should be exempt. 


Our whole immigration picture is a 


difficult one to determine. At" present 
there are quotas for other countries or 
areas based upon the percentage of peo- 
ple from that country or area in the United 
States some 40 years ago. In practical ap- 


plication this means that the large quotas 
from Great Britain, Ireland and Germany 
have not been filled for decades while 
there are long waiting lists from nations 
in southern and eastern Europe and from 
Asia. 


This quota system is based upon a be- 


lief, seldom admitted, that the national 
background makeup of'our population is 
a healthy one ideally fitted for our demo- 
cratic system. There may be some defense 
of this point of view; very likely if all im- 
migrants -for ten years came from the 
Congo or Outer Mongolia there would be 
difficulties because of the lack of practical 
understanding of representative govern- 
ment and the problems of language and 
education. But the present system is a 
denial of our stated belief in equality of 
all peoples and the Tightness of our sys- 
tem of representative government for all 
peoples. 


The Johnson Administration has pro- 


posed a new law which would permit the 
entry of 165,000 people a year on a first- 
come, first-served basis if they also met 
certain other moral and health standards. 
Republican Vice - Presidential candidate 
William Miller has charged that this in- 
crease from the current possibility of 157,- 
000 people a year which is seldom met due 
to the national quota system would "open 
the floodgates for virtually any and all 
who would wish to come and find work 
in this country." This is obviously an exag- 
geration for campaign purposes. 


The law should be modified.

when it is flat or sour or sim- 
ply from a bad crop in a bad 
year. 


Every nation, of course, has 


a kind of xenophilia. Shake- 
speare, in some of his come- 
dies, kidded the English aris- 
tocracy of the day 
for pre- 


ferring Italian things to their 
own, and for affecting Italian 
d r e s s , manners and even 
methods of dueling. 


Our penchant for imported 


products, however, threatens 
to turn America almost wholly 
into a mass-produced society, 
and make domestic 
crafts- 


manship a thing of the past. 
In Colonial days our silver- 
smiths — like Paul Revere — 
could hold their own with any 
European artist. 


It would be a profound pity 


If we became only the con- 
sumers, 
and 
not the pro- 


ducers, 
of beautiful 
objects

WASHINGTON (AP) - Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev possesses 
a notable power to agitate and 
alarm the Western allies. He 
needs only to issue a murky 
claim to the invention of some 
monstrous new weapon to set 
off a vast search for clues that 
could throw light on his dark 
secret. Whether he similarly 
arouses 
the apprehensions o: 


the Chinese Communists is 
question.

closed systems like those of the 
Soviet Union and Red China, 
where whole peoples exist in 
such secrecy as their leaders 
decree,

Fateful Showdown 


The most fateful confrontation 


of powers since the U.S.- Soviet 
showdown over Cuba in October 
1962 now seems to be building 
up between the Soviet Union 
and Communist China, But so 
little is known outside their two 
ruling groups about the real 
nature and extent of this quar- 
rel that its future course and 
possible 
flash point are ex- 


tremely difficult to chart. 


Much more would be known in 


the outside world if Khrushchev 
and the Red Chinese leader, 
Mao Tze-tung, felt any compul- 
sion to keep their own people 
closely informed. Their prac- 
tice, however, throughout the 
five years the conflict has been 
growing, has been to employ 
public pronouncement only as 
weapons in the fight. 


'Much of the struggle, there- 


fore, is for practical purposes 
secret and even the impact and 
significance 
of those 
moves 


which are made in the open are 
extremely difficult for the rest 
of the world to measure. So it is 
with the maneuver made this 
week by Khrushchev, although 
in the judgment of many Wash- 
ington officials his words had a 
warlike ring. 


Speaking to a Japanese parli- 


amentary delegation, Khrush- 
chev attacked Chinese claims to 
500,000 square miles of Soviet 
territory. He said Soviet borders 
are sacred, and he asserted thai 
the Soviet Union has developed 
a new weapon capable of wiping 
out life on earth. 


His statement instantly raisec 


the question whether the Soviet 
Union has gained a jump on the 
United States in the perfection 
of some instrument of mass 
destruction — a cobalt-bomb, a 
bigger hydrogen bomb, or 'some 
kind of mysterious new weapon 
like a massive death ray device. 


American 
officials 
familiar 


with military 
and diplomatic 


intelligence on affairs in the 
Soviet Union say 
there 
are 


speculative possibilities but that 
to the best of their -knowledge 
the Russians have not produced 
any fantastic new weapon. They 
concede, 
however, that 
pru- 


dence requires the United States 
now to find out whether Khrush- 
chev meant literally what he 
said. 


Not a Threat 


But 
Khrushchev's weapon- 


brandishing remark 
was not 


aimed as a threat against this 
or any other Western country 
and in the view of experts here 
an exclusive preoccupation with 
the weapons angle would ob- 
scure its real significance. 


Of critical importance, in the 


view of U.S officials, is the fact 
that for the first time, so far as 
they could recall, Khrushchev 
has implicitly threatened his 
Chinese neighbors — still tech- 
nically his allies — with mas- 
sive destruction if they ever 
start 
encroashing 
on Soviet 


territory. 


To Western experts, his ma- 


neuver suggests that the Sino-j 
Soviet conflict is not only deep 
and irreversible, but that it may- 
be moving into a new and more 
dangerous phase. The one possi-1 
ble modification in what he is 
reported by the Japanese to 
have said is that he could claim, 
if he wished, at some future 
time, that he was misunder- 
stood, or that his views were 
misrepresented. 


Before making a final judg- 


ment, U.S. analysts were wait- 
ing to see what, if anything, the 
Soviet press would say about his 
remarks to the Japanese.
